THE HOME GUARD 


UESTIONS have been 
asked as to the powers 
of Home Guard with regard 
to suspected persons. 
When in uniform and 
on duty, the H.G. have 
the same rights and duties 
regarding the arrest and 
search of suspected per- 
sons, and the search of 
vehicles and premises, as 
any other’ officer’ or 
soldier. 

A Home Guard may stop 
and question any persons 
regarding identity and the 
purposes for which - they 
are in the place whére 
found. 

He may also stop and 
search any vehicle in any 
place to which the public 
have access, and he may 
seize any article found 
therein which he has 
reasonable ground for be- 
lieving to be evidence of 
an offence against Defence 
Regulations.
